Mr. Harry J. Jackson, manager of Shadowed by Three Company tells of 
@ peculiar circumstance which occured in a city where the company recently 
played, and which on the face of it looks impossible. Shadowed by Three 
Company played in two different cities, over 700 miles apart, on the same 
day, giving two performances in each, to big business. This occurred on the 
same day, in the same month, and in the same year, and did not cause the 
least inconvenience. In addition to this, the company played the engagement 
in two different countries on the same day, and more than that they played in 
the Capital city of each country on both occasions. 

This may appear ridiculous, or the result of some fevered imagination. 
etill when the facts are related it will be seen that it is just as above stated. 
Shadowed by Three company played in the Grand, in Ottawa, Canada, on 
Thanksgiving Day, and also played in The Academy, in Washington on Thanks- 
giving Day, of the same year. Of course, both events occured two and a half 
weeks apart, but the day on both occasions was one of thankfulness in more 
ways than one. Both cities mentioned happen to be the Capital, one of a 
Dominion and the other of a Republic. These interesting facts were dis- 
covered by Manager Jackson and Manager R. J. Birdwhistle, of the Grand, 
Ottawa, during one of the many pleasant conversations held during the en- 
gagement in the Canadian city. The fact that his show would play the Capital 
of two different countries on the same holiday, impressed Mr. Jackson very 
much, but Mr. Birdwhistle is of the impression that the thought of the two 
Thanksgiving turkeys had much to do with Mr. Jackson's evident enjoyment. 


The dramatic critic who, in real pleasure, sits through a modern produc- 
tion of a classic, with its magnificent settings and artistic interpretation, and 
then goes back to his desk and writes for the morning paper to the effect 
that the drama is in its decadence, and ’ . oma 
that the only good actors are dead ac- 
tors, may be likened to the principal 
figure in a story told by Mr. Arthur R 
Cunningham, of dog and pony show 
fame.

more specific, he tarried by the herd hs

tail of the misshapen legs, the cloven hoofs, the pendulous upper lip and the 
curiously mounded back of the sleepy-eyed beast. Fifteen minutes passed, 
and still he stood there, but finally, turning away, disgustedly, he spat on the, 
ground, and said: 

“Hell, there ain’t no such animal!” 


Seen in her drawing-room at the Stuyvesant Theatre, New York, and |! 
asked why she found more enjoyment in playing her present role than any | 
previous one, Miss Blanche Bates had the following to say: | 

“Why do I like Anna Dale, the character I play in The Fighting Hope? 
Oh, there are so many reasons—so many that I am afraid you could not 
patiently listen to them all, so I shall enumerate but a few. In the first place, ; 
the role is new, and comes as a pleasant surprise after the enactment of the | 
game part for three years—not that I do not love the girl in The Girl of 
the Golden West, but that I love Anna Dale in The Fighting Hope more. 
This craving to create is a characteristic of the profession. It is the artist | 
in us, I suppose, that is always eager to do something different and greater; | 
and vere the managers to conform to the wishes of ninety-nine per cent of 
the stars on the stage to-day, they (the stars) would be permitted to create 


| 


a new role every three months. In about that length of time the part be- 
comes second nature, and, although it mellows and grows more artistic with 
subsequent performances, still the enthusiasm, born of newness, as it were, 
begins to wane. It is much the same as a child with a toy engine, who after- 
ward becomes an engineer. 

“But probably my chief love in my present role lies in the fact that Anna 
Dale embodies all that is ideal in an American woman. In comparing her 
with the women I recently have depicted I find her so vastly superior, so 
much more real, and, therefore, more interesting. She is an intellectual charac- 
ter, and appeals to me with far greater force than the purely romantic figures. 
In The Darling of the Gods and The Girl of the Golden West—plays of 
another and distant period—the heroines were those of the imagination 
purely. In Anna Dale we have a woman with whom we associate in every- 
day life, and, therefore, one whose characteristics are harder to present 
truthfully because of everyone's intimate knowledge of such characteristics. 
At the same time, inconsistent as it may seem, she is easier to vitalize, be- 
cause, around me, on every side, I find so much material for study—peculiari- 
ties of feminine types from which to choose and to incorporate in the role as 
a whole. It is the same—or should be, I think—with the writing of plays. 
The dramatist should be better able to put on the stage with fidelity the 
incidents of contemporaneous life more truthfully than those of a distant 
period. And so it is in building up a modern role. The actor need not de- 
pend so much on his imagination—which is oftentimes considerably at fault— 
if he uses his eyes and ears and studies the broad and obvious characteristics 
of types about him. 

“As to modern dress—again comparing my present role with that of 
the girl in The Girl of the Golden’ West—I much prefer the habiliments of 
Anna Dale. Not because the gowns are handsomer, but because my audiences 
are more critical of the correctness of my attire; and it is this knowledge 
of possible criticism which keeps the actress keyed up to the consciousness 
that she must slight no detail. Twenty minutes were sufficient for me to 
make up the part of The Girl, whereas, I now consume fully an hour and 
a half in preparing the toilette of Anna Dale.” 


Wells Hawks, the genial press agent of the New York Hippodrome,

FISKE EXPELLED FROM THE 
ASSOCIATION OF MANAGERS 


On Charges Preferred by Henry W.§Savage 


Trouble Grew out of his Producing The Devil, when 
Savage, who is President of the National Producing 
Managers’ Association, Claimed First Rights. 


ARRISON GREY FISKE has been expelled 
from the National Association of Pro- 
ducing Managers. This is the result of 
charges being preferred against him by 
Henry W. Savage, over The Devil pro- 
ductions earlier in the season. 

The final hearing upon Mr. Savage’s complaint 
was beard Tuesday afternoon at a meeting of 
the board of directors. Neither Mr. Fiske nor 
Mr. Savage was present. Five charges were 
brought against Mr. Fiske by Mr. Savage, but 
four of them were dismissed. The charge which 
was upheld asserted ‘‘that Mr. Fiske was guilty 
of conduct not becoming a member of the asso- 
ciation toward another member.”’ 

As soon as David Belasco heard that Mr. 
Fiske had been expelled from the association 
be sent in his resignation, to take effect im- 
mediately, as did B. F. Roeder, his business 
manager, who is a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the organization, and who voted at 
the hearing. 

Mr. Fiske, Tuesday night, gave out this state- 
ment: 

“Mr. Fiske regards the finding of the board 
of the National Theatrical Producers’ Association 
as a vindication of his position, for, after four 
months’ effort, Mr. Savage's organization was 
unable to declare Mr. Fiske guilty of a single 
essential charge. Mr. Savage’s charges were 
filed in September last. All the evidence was 
submitted to the board in October. A decision 
was postponed for nearly two months, until 
Mr. Savage returned from abroad. 

“The meeting of the Board of Directors yes- 
terday was attended, among others, by several 
members who had heard but fragments of the 
evidence presented at the two hearings in Octo- 
ber, at which both sides were presented, and one 
of whom, who is yon gen connected with 
the Theatrical Trust, had not heard any evidence 
whatever. The majority was composed of this 
element—members ready to do the bidding of 
the Trust and closely associated with Mr. Sav- 

e, the president, founder and manipulator of 

e Association of Producing Managers. 


“They were unable on the evidence to sustain 
Mr. Savage’s charges with respect to The Devil, 
which were the essential features of the matter, 
but were obliged to resort to the ridiculous 
charge of which they have found me guilty, viz.: 
that I did not disclose my business plans to.a 
a from Mr. Savage’s office, who 
called on me for the purpose of obtaining in- 
formation that would have aided Mr. Savage to 
anticipate my productions of The Devii, and 
thereby assist him to invade my prior rights to 
that play. That I did not give such informa- 
Rion to Mr. Savage’s ferret I admitted, frankly, 

nd I should treat similarly any other inter- 
opers and would-be invaders of my property 
rights. The decision of the directors of the 
Managers’ Association with respect to the four 
charges dismissed covers the essence of the mat- 
ter, and proves the falsity of Mr. Savage’s 
claims respecting priority in the American rights 
of The Devil. 

“It was shown at the hearings that my license 
to poeta the play dated from January 25 last, 
while Mr. Savage’s contract for the German 
version of the play was made in March last. 
Had there been a scintilla of proof of Mr. Sav- 
age’s essential charges his majority of the di- 
rectors would have found for him on every 
charge. As it was, the charge of which I was 
found guilty was sustained by a vote of five to 
four only, and of that five one heard no evidence 
in the case whatever and at least three of the 
others heard either none or but a small part 
of the evidence submitted by me. 

“That this prejudiced and incompetent jury 
should have reached the absurd verdict that 
they did with respect to this particular accusa- 
tion and should have voted the equally absurd 
penalty that they did is a greater tribute to 
their zeal in behalf of President Savage and 
their syndicate affiliations than it is to their 

sense. Directors of the Producing Man- 
agers’ Association have now relieved me of the 
embarrassment of silence respecting this mat- 
ter by their action. The question of copyright 
has nothing whatever to do with the questions 
at issue, and is purposely introduced in these 
findings to draw attention from the fact that 
Mr. Savage’s charge of misappropriating The 
Devil was found to be baseless, and that it is 
I who hold the prior sanction or moral rights 
for the presentation of the play.’’ 


Mr. Belasco, when seen at his office in the 
Stuyvesant Theatre. Tuesday night, said: 

“IT consider the expulsion of Mr. Fiske from 
the Theatrical Producing Managers’ Association 
eminently unfair and simply a cut-and-dried 
syndicate proposition. The association was ob- 
viously created for the benefit of its organ- 
izers and those who control it. The decision 
rendered was not on the merits of the case, but 
on a purely personal issue. The proposition in- 
volved was whether or not Mr. Fiske had the 
right to produce The Devil. The committee 
found that he did have that right and sustained 
bim in all particulars, but found him guilty of 
conduct unbecoming a member. 

‘I have fought many a hard fight shoulder to 
shoulder with Mr. Fiske, and found him one of 
the finest gentlemen I have ever known. His 
honesty and integrity are above reproach. I 
feel that Mr. Fiske’s fight is my own, and if 
he is guilty, then I am, too, for allowing him 
my theatres for his productions. As I do not 

sh to have anything to do with an associa- 
tion whose principles are so unjust and narrow, 
I have resigned from it. I am with Mr. Fiske 
in Lis stand for independence.’’ 

Mr. Belasco ventured to predict that the 
end of the Producing Managers’ Association was 
plainly in sight. The vote, it is said, stood 
five to four against Mr. Fiske. Those whe voted 
with him were Daniel Frohman, Jules Murry, 
and B. F. Roeder. The fact that both Mr. Frob- 
man and Mr. Murry stood by Mr. Fiske led to 
report last night that both these managers 
would soon withdraw from the association. 


These were the five cnarges which Savage 
made against Viske: 

1. That Mr. Fiske has secured and is foist- 
ing upon the American public an unauthorized 
version of The Devil. 

° } Fiske produced a play that he 
had full knowledge that I had the prior and 
sole rights to. 

3. That, in connection with this production, 
Mr. Fiske has made false statements and de- 
ceived me when I approached him as one mem- 
ber of this asociation to another. 

. That Mr, Fiske has made statements un- 
warranted by the facts, in order to prejudice

the public and injure my business reputation, 
and the value of my authorized production 
and also the value of The Merry Widow. 

5. That Mr. Fiske has, by his acts, not only 
oecasioned another member of the association 
considerable financial loss and entailed upon 
him considerable and unnecessary expense, but 
hai encouraged piracy and the unauthorized 
production of plays in America. 

When the attention of Mr. Savage was called 
to the statements of Mr. Fiske and Mr. Belasco 
Tuesday night, he said: 

“Although I am president of the Producing 
Managers’ Association, since I am also the 
complainant in this case, I remained away from 
the directors’ room while the Savage-Fiske mat- 
ter was under discussion. I am, however, cred- 
ibly informed as to what took place. The vote 
regarding Mr. Fiske’s guilt on the charge of 
having made false statements to a _ fellow- 
member of the association was unanimous by a 
board of directors consisting of non-syndicate, 
as well as syndicate managers, including Mr. 
Belasco’s personal representative, whe attended 
all directors’ meetings in this case. The vote 
could not bave been otherwise than unanimous, 
since Mr. Fiske, in his own testimony, admitted 
that he had deliberately made false statements. 
He also admitted that this course of conduct 
was advised and urged by Mr. Belasco. 

“In view of these facts, Mr. Belasco’s state- 
ment that if Mr. Fiske is guilty, then he him- 
self is, is certainly a delightfully frank con- 
fession. 

“The only question on which the board was in 
doubt was as to the immediate punishment to 
be meted out. The usual penalty for conduct 
unbecoming a member is expulsion, and it was 
so voted by the majority. As to this case be- 
ing cut and dried, twelve busy men gave from 
four to nine hours’ time at a stretch on four 
different meetings in order to get at the ab- 
solute truth of the case.

Fiske’s notice, he showed it to the Shuberts, 
who informed him that their agent in Europe 
had offered to purchase the rights, but had 
learned — the play had been sold to me, the 
agent havMmg seen my check in the possession of 
the only people that had the right to sell the 
work—Bard Brothers, the Vienna publishers. 
According to Mr. Fiske’s own testimony, this 
evidence was given him April 23, three weeks 
befure he transacted business with Mr. Konta.’’

It Will be Located on the 
Site of Bader’s Roadhouse 
at Ocean Parkway and 
and Seabreeze Ave. 


A summer vaudeville theatre with the beet 
possible attractions at*popular prices, and a 
stylish restaurant attached, will be built on the 
site of Bader’s road house, at Ocean Parkway 
and Seabreeze avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y. The 
eld building Is being razed, and within two 
weeks ground will be broken for the new struc 
ture, which will be a rather pretentions affair 
and will open for business early next summer. 

This new venture will owned, controlled 
and operated by David Robinson, the promoter 
of it. Mr. Robinson, who has had many years 
of experience in the theatrical business, and 
who is the right-hand man of Percy G. Wil 
liams, the vaudeville magnate, has laid plans 
for busy summer seasons at the new playhouse.

Stephen W. Dodge, of Dodge & Morrison, the

There will be two separate buildings, as #8 
matter of fact.

Mr. Robinson, when asked about his new 
venture, said that his plans at ent are to 
use the New Brighton Music Hall only in the 


summer. “Of course, it is possible that after 
several seasons there may be occasion | to 
make ft an ail-year place,” said he. My 


intentions just now are to make it es 
a summer place, with the best vaudeville tal- 
ent that we can offer to a medium-priced house, 
and I venture to say that we will be able to 
make it interesting enough to prove profitable 
to us. It may be that after several seasons 
there may be a winter demand, but time alone 
can answer that question. 

“I have given careful stuéy to the situation 
in that locality and have noted its desirability. 
I think this is one of the best locations for 
such a venture, and I am confident that Brook 
lynites will take a great deal of interest tp 
it. We will maintain a high standard betb 
in the theater and in the restaurant. ~The at- 
tractions will be of the very best the money 
affords.’’ 

It was stated that the theatre and restau 
rant buildings will cost something like $100.

HERE’S at least one difference 
between Henry E. Dixey and a hundred 
to one shot—Dixey usually wins. Given 
a harg track and a good pilot Dixey will 
scamper home in a_ whirlwind finish. 

That’s what he’s doing now in Mary Jane's Ia. 
He canters in all the way after sixteen year 
globe cantering. To say that he scores the 
artistic triumph of his career would be but ut- 
tering the common place. Even the critics, 
concede him a winner. He should survive any- 
thing after that. Dixey should thank the au- 
thor but not half as vehemently as the author 
should thank Dixey and his company. Of course, 
Col. Savage could be spared a little of the 
thank yous and perhaps a little more could go 
to the scenic artist. 

By the way; the latter is as much the star 
as anyone. Even our 42nd street generator of 
scenic atmosphere could peep in at the last 
act. It’s so amazingly realistic that for a 
minute you don’t appreciate it—it’s summer at 
the old home, just then you nudge some fel- 
low’s fur coat—you realize it’s winter, that 
you’re in a theatre, then you wake up—and 
want to shake the artist’s hand. 

The setting portrays just the little old-fash- 
foned country home we all want to own. It’s 
there, every inch of it. 

Now getting back to the play. First back 
to Dixey. He's so easy, so natural, so genuinely 
unactorish that everyone feels like applauding 
all the time. From the minute he enters, you 
feel the personal impact of his talent. There's 
a knack about Dixey’s ways that excuses man- 
nerisms; in fact makes you like them. In fact 
without them why would Dixey be Dixey? For 
instance that shoulder shrug, the rolling eyes, 
and hands, palm uplifted, as if to hand you 
something. Great, eh? Well that’s Dixey, and 
that’s enough. And Dixey bas a nice way of 
making you think that other fellow deserves 
all the credit. Which shows again that Dixey 
is not only a star, but a genteel one at that. 
The cast is an exceptional one—just the kind 
that deserves a special story to do each player 
justice. 

Ann Sutherland, for instance, makes one sit 
up and take notice. She’s a manly woman and 
what prettier could be said. Not mannish, just 
the self reliant, fearless progressive type that 
we flatter ourselves on when thinking of ideals, 
even though we do only find them in picture 
books or plays. And to top it off she’s a woman 
all through, a great big warm-hearted, lovable 
creature that any man should stick to—and it 
took Hiram Perkins sixteen years to find this 
out—but then Perkins came from Indiana and 
of course that lets us off from 1 excuses. 
And then there’s Majorie Woods, as cile Per- 
kins—sbe who falls in love with an actor— 
this little lady is consistently good all the way. 
It’s no wonder an actor would quit the stage— 
and little Gretchen Hartman as Mary Jane 
paints a picture that will hang on memory’s 
walls for many moons to come. Child actresses

The third week of Bertha Kalich at 
the Grand Opera House shows no signs of di- 
minishing interest in her play, Cora, and in 
wonderful versatility of art Mme. Kalich is 
daily adding to her reputation and admirers. 
As we have heretofore known her she has 
been supreme in her rendition of roles of 
tragic significance, such ag enacted in The 
Kreutzer Sonata and Marta of the Lowlands, 
but in this latest of efforts an opportunity 
is afforded for art of a lighter nature that is 
realized in the most minute detail of tonal ex- 
vression and action. The plot of Cora can not 
be said to be new, nor is the theatre public 
unfamiliar with the various situations and 
ideas recited, but it is a treat indeed to sit 
through a performance by a star of such well 
balanced and controlled powers of tempera- 
ment, and especially enjoyable in stage set- 
tings of real beauty and merit. The support-

The closing scene, in which, 
after a separation of eight years, caused by 
willful estrangements through a wrong sense 
of artificial honor, Cora and Garnier meet, 
recognize and realize, sounds a tragic note of 
warning and despair that earns its apprecia- 
tion of handkerchief applause. There on the 
verge of a beautiful Swiss lake, enclosed in a 
circle of silver-topped mountains, amid the 
stillness and picturesque settings of nature, 
these two meet in soulful communion, then 
part in despairing obedience of worldly dic- 
tates. Interrupted in their blissful enjoyment 
of passion awakened in the chamber of memory 
by personal contact, plans rising from the 
heart give way to irrevocable conditions, and 
George and Cora, in the presence of his chil- 
dren by a marriage of social convenience, con- 
summated by the misguided love of an overly 
ambitious and near-sighted mother, sever their 
earthly associations, and enshrouded in the 
glow and wonder of a Swiss sunset, compel 
themselves to realize the lonely inevitable. 
The happiness of two is sacrificed with the 
day, and hope with the sun fades from them; 
the curtain falls on this act of realistic truism 
and compelling interest.

The English Attitude Toward Lydia Thompson, the Fam- 
ous Queen of Burlesque, Admired by two Continents, 
who Died Recently—Grit, Produced at the Kingsway 
Theatre, with Lena Ashwell in the Leading Part. 


WO noted figures in the theatrical world 
of half a century ago have died within 
the past week. Of the two, Katti Lan- 
ner was known to some extent up to the 
very last, but the name of Lydia Thomp- 

son is almost unknown to the present genera- 
tion of playgoers. 

Lydia Thompson was about seventy-five when 
she died. She retained a youthful air and 
figure up to say twenty years ago, and was 
still occasionally appearing in burlesque at 
that time. Forty years ago, however, she 
was the idol of the smart youth of the town. 
Her most memorable achievement was in Plue- 
beard, which enjoyed Willie Eouin's historic 
impersonations of the ‘‘Heathen Chinee.’’ 

For a long time she toured America with 
a company which she called the Beautiful 
Blondes. That was before America had beat- 
en England out of the field so disastrously in 
the way of chorus girls. The English invaders 
made a sensation and doubtless most people 
will remember the cowhiding of an impudent 
critic, which was one of the Incidents of the 
tour. Miss Thompson made her last appear- 
ance under George Edwardes’ management as 
the grand dame of musical comedy; and when 
she retired she was accorded a benefit of great 
which realized $15,000 dollars. 

Katti Lanner, on the other hand, was a wo- 
man who could always be brought forward to 
illustrate the fact that dancing must be a par- 
ticularly healthy occupation. She started off 
by making a great sensation In the ballet. Ac 
quiring a big fortune this way, she contem- 
plated retiring. but a spendthrift husband dis 
sipating her fortune, she took to teaching In 
her advancing years. But she was really much 
more than a teacher—she was a really fine 
stage manager. For years she was the intt- 
mate associate of Augustus Harris at Drury 
Lane, and elsewhere. Then she devoted her- 
self to the Empire, and up to a year ago she 
was practically responsible for every ballet 
which took place there. In the end, however, 
her authority became embarrassing to the dl- 
rectors, and her eventual retirement was not ex- 
actly graceful. She must have died a very rich 
woman. She ‘‘famed’’ hundreds of dancing 
girls, and her contracts were not wont to err 
on the side of generosity to the young women. 
Still, her death removes one of the most noted 
figures in English theatrical life and severs 
yet another link with the past. 

So far as new plays are concerned this is 
a busy week for London. Apart from Martin 
Harvey's. revival of The Corsican Brothers, 
Lena Ashwell has produced a new comedy 
ealled Grit. by a new author. at the Kingsway: 
Henry R. Smith is presenting a new musical 
comedy, called The Antelope, by Adrian Ross 
and Hugo Felix, at the Waldorf, while a new 
comedy by Haddon Chambers, called Sir An- 
thony, Is to be put on at the Prince of Wales. 

But all these new plays do not necessarily 
mean good business In the theatrical line. As 
a matter of fact. quite half the theatres in 
London are not doing at all well, and quite 
a number of managers are hunting arennd for 
likely money-making attractions. Not that they 
are necessarily in despair over the present sit- 
nation: the experienced London manager fs very 
well aware that the bad has to be taken with 
the good, and that their business. if conducted 
on sound principle and not on freak notoriety 
or cheap, indirect advertisement, will ulti- 
mately earn them profits. 

This is the cast of Grit, produced at the 
Kingsway Theatre, on Tnesday evening, by 
Miss Tena Ashwell. The play is by Mr. Her- 
man Chilton, and is the first effort of this 
writer:

The play. produced with complete success on 
Tuesday. is a evrions attemnt to rear a nrob- 
lem play on a foundation that reeks of farce. 
An eccentric old gentleman. Sir Thomas Ran- 
some, has died and left a fortune of one mil- 
lion dollars (€£290,.900) to Erith Winter and 
Jim Rarr fn equal shares, provided they Iinter- 
marry. with a gift over to charity in defanit. 
Now Frith comes of a verv ancient and honor- 
able but Imnpoverished family, while Barr is a 
working carnenter, who once saved Ransome 
from drowning. 

Ransome’s sole object in making this will 
seems to have been to humiliate Erith and her 
aristocratic relations. Frith. however. a 
vrovd, bigh-strune snortswoman. determines 
to reconcile herself to what she describes as a 
“sordid estete.”’ and the marriage takes place. 

Rarr willingly accepts the conditions she 
imposes upon him. and shows unexpected del- 
feacy In even anticipating them. He fs a dia- 
mond of the rongh order. but still a diamond. 
Then the almost inevitable third narty in the 
shape of Dick Travers. comes upon the scene. 
He is a young man (who can not make both 
ends meet) with an ineome of £500 a year. 
and has been one of Frith’s intimate frien’s 
eince her childhood. Right throngh the second 
act Rarr continnes to treat Erith with chival- 
rons consideration, and every day he seems to 
he rising in her resnect. Rut at the same 
time Travers is continnally In attendance unon 
her. and it is obvious that trouble must ensue 
sooner or later. 

Tn the third act Travers determines to stand 
for Parliament for Bermondsey, Barr’s old 


district, where he has considerable interest. 
Both Travers and Erith come to Barr and ask 
him to support the former. He, believing that 
no labor candidate is standing, promises to do 
so. No sooner, however, has he given his wife 
this assurance that he hears that a labor candi- 
date is going to stand after all, and he has 
to take back his word. 

Then his wife, who up to this time seemed 
to have been becoming fond of him, breaks out 
in a new light. She loses her temper and 
storms at him. Two days later Barr hears a 
rumor that gossip is linking his wife’s name 
with that of Travers, and on the latter's next 
appearance, orders him out of the house. The 
fonrth act has two scenes. In the first, Trav- 
ers forces himself into Erith’s boudoir jast 
as she is retiring to bed. He locks the door 
and threatens if she rings to shoot himself 
and leave her to face the scandal. Erith, who 
for some weeks has been gradually falling un- 
der his spell, now suddenly comes to herself 
end sees him in his true light. A knock comes 
to the door. She hides Dick in her bedroom. 
Her husband enters with a will he has just 
found in an old desk of Ransome’s, which is 
of* later date than ‘the other, and in which 
Rarr is only left £10, all the rest going to 
Frith. He explains how he has been sorely 
tempted to burn it, but in the end has safely 
locked it up, and now brings her the key. He 
says that he will not live on her, but will 
leave on the morrow and go back to his old 
earpenter’s bench. 

Erith is so moved that she allows her hus- 
band to kiss her hand, a favor which she re- 
fuses to Dick when, as her husband denarted, 
he re-enters from the bedroom. He has over- 
heard the conversation, and seeing that the 
game is up, departs. 

The second scene passes in Rarr’s study. As 
soon as Travers is safely out of the house 
Erith comes here, and taking the will out of 
the burean, burns It there and then. Her bns- 
band finds her there, and believes first that 
she has come simply to get possession of the 
will. But when he finds out her real object 
a more generons spirit takes possesion of him, 
and the curtain goes down on the first love 
scene between the two. 

The play is a fascinating one, and it pro- 
vides Miss Ashwell with one of the finest parts 
she has ever had. She is the wayward, pas- 
sionate, generous Erith to the life. And in 
addition to this. the play gives her opportun- 
ities of displaring some magnificent gowns, 
which she is always able to wear better than 
any other actress on the English stage at pres- 
ent. Norman McKinnel’s part of Jim Barr is 
of a far more sympathetic nature than most 
of the roles he has been playing recently, and 
is a trinmph of qniet force, relieved at times 
by flashes of humor. C. M. Hallard made the 
most of a rather unattractive part. and was 
especially good in the boudoir scene. Alto- 
gether the play promises a rare long run, and 
shonld more than make up for the disappoint- 
ment of The Sway-boat. 

I allnded last week to the annoyance cansed 
in the profession by Sermonr Hicks and George 
Fdwardes offering Incrative engagements to 
girls who won prizes In a kind of beanty com- 
petition. During the last few days the storm 
has been rapidly growing and has heen Inten- 
sified by the fact of Mr. H. R. Smith stating 
that he has had no fewer than 80 applications 
from chorns girls for a few vacant places at 
the Waldorf. The waiting rooms of the agents 
are beseiged just now by young women eager 
for Christmas work, while the news comes 
from all sides that prices are steadily going 
down to the lowest limit. At one leading the- 
atre just now ‘“‘extra ladies’’ are heing of- 
fered 24 shillings—just about six dollars— for 
twelve performances a week. And in spite of 
{tLis. yet more of the unwary are being invited 
to join the already over-swelled ranks of the 
profession. Nor are the theatres alone In. this 
distress. From the rank and file of vandeville 
artists comes the bitter cry of starvation, 
thanks principally to the quarrels hetween ar- 
tists and agents—managers intervening. The 
managers are glad of the excuse to close their 
hooks, for most of them had entered far more 
engagements than they were able to fulfill, and 
the nresent situation is enabling them to thin 
the lists. 

The chief incident of the week in the van- 
deville world has been the appearance of Al- 
bert Wheelan, a tall. clean-lIimbed Anstralian 
entertainer, at the Pavilion. He makes his ap- 
nearance in immaculate evening dress, whist- 
ling. as he enters, a sentimental air, and pro- 
ceeds with great deliberation to unglove him- 
self and take off his great cont. Having 
folded this, taking dne care to expose its nice 
silk lining. and having adinsted his dress tie, 
he takes his seat In the same leisnrely fash- 
jon at the piano, and accompanies the re- 
mainder of the air on that Instrnment. 

He then gives a real taste of his artistic 
gifts by singing a droll plantation song, de- 
scribing the adventure of a colored preacher 
with a hungry grizzly hear. Wheelan has noth- 
ing to learn in the difficenit art of descriptive 
singing, and he shows himself eqnally a mas- 
ter of mimicry. His rendering of My Old 
Dutch. in which he reproduced all Albert Chev- 
alier’s quaint touches, was as perfect an im- 
itation as could be, while his singing of I 
Tove a Lassle carried one back Irresistably to 
Harry Lander’s trinmphs at the Tivoll. 

At the close of his performance, the Ans- 
tralian resumes his whistling solo, pnts on his 
creat coat with the same delilberation as he 
takes It off when he enters, and quietly makes 
his exit. RPnt he had to return several times 
to acknowledge the andience’s tokens of appre- 
ciation. The entire show is so quaint and so 
original that Wheelan is certain to make him- 
self a tremendous favorite with the British 
public. 

Lewis Waller was heartily welcomed = on 
Wednesday evening when he revived Flenry V. 
It was in this play that he really made his 


great reputation. Time has done nothing to 
abate the vigor or force of his rendering, and 
it was a treat for all present to hear some of 
the finest poetry Shakespeare ever wrote de- 


claimed with such glowing sincerity. The cast 
was as follows:

One could easily imagine a more subtle ren- 
dering of the part of Henry V. than that given 
by Lewis Waller, but in an age given up to 
enubtlety a valorous and straightforward read- 
ing, such as the one he gave, Is always wel- 
come. The only criticism one can offer on the 
whole performance is, indeed, that the version 
acted is not as good as it might have been. 
Too much attention is given to the really com- 
le scenes, and, at present, there seems an In- 
clination to carry this spirit into the more 
serions parts of the play. For instance, the 
wonderfal scene in which is described and dis- 
eussed the last moments of Falstaff, excellently 
played as it was, suffered not a little by being 
treated almost as a continuation of the ear- 
lier scene in Eastcheap. But these are small 
blemishes, and taken altogether the play goes 
excellently throughout. Minnie Griffin) makes 
an admirably humorous hostess, while Louis 
Calvert makes a really notable Pistol. Alec 
Thompson is a comically lugubrious and cow- 
ardly Nym, and Robert Bolder. a fine, rollicking 
Rardolph. The women are all good. Madge 
Titheradge makes a quaint and dainty Kather- 
Ine, and Dora Hole is very discreet in the small 
but diffienlt role of Alice. The Chorous was 
Fay Tavis. who has not been seen on the Lon- 
fon stage for some years. She spoke her lines 
extremely well, but the effect was somewhat 
spoiled owing to the way in which the play 
Was arranged. The performance was received 
with the warmest enthusiasm. 

London has been amused this week over a 
lawsnit brought by the firm of Shoolbreds 
against Miss Mary Moore and Sir Charles 
Wyndham for decorations to the Criterion The- 
atre before Lady Epping’s Lawsuit was put 
on. The defendants objected to part of the 
bill on the ground that the various colors em- 
ployed in the decorations did not match and 
that the entire color scheme was thereby ru- 
ined ‘The case was tried before Mr Justice 
Darling. who is famous as the great humorist 
of the Rench, and of whom it is said he would 
have shone {fh light comedy, and he obliged 
with some of his brightest witticisms. In 
fact, thronghout, he and the defendants and 
the lawyers were vying with one another to 
make the piece—I mean the case— go well. 
At the moment of writing judgment has not 
been delivered, but, win or lose, Miss Mary 
Moore has secured an admirable advertisement 
for Lady Epping’s Lawsuit. 

Charles Frohman has not been long in finding 
a tenant for the Aldwych Theatre, the lease 
of which expires on December 23. 

The new tenant is to be Miss Marie Dressler, 
who made such a hit at the Palace here last 
year. Rechristening the house the Marie 
Dressler Aldwych Theatre, she will make her 
appearance there on or abont February 1. 

Her initial venture is to be a musical com- 
edy, provisionally named Little Minna, writ- 
ten by Edgar Smith, and composed by Mau- 
rice Levy.

The company is a very good one, but several 
alterations will still have to be made before 
the plece could sneceed at a West End theatre. 
Walter Gay, as the genial prison warden, and 
Fred Lewis, as the eccentric German. are all 
that conld be desired. seorge Willoughby 
also scores a great suecess as Mators, the 
gentleman who is ready to ‘‘fix’’ anything and 
everything. Stanley Cooke's Fitzhuch only 
inst falls short of being really first rate. His 
fanit at present is that he hardly takes the 
piece at ‘the rate in which broad farce onght 
to travei, and he also has a tendency to drag 
ont several seenes. When, however, he recti- 
files these points, as he doubtless will, his 
nerformance should convulse an andience. 
There are also one or two peculiarly American 
expressions left in, which might as well come 
ont at once. To a London audience one might 
as well talk ancient Greek as up-to-date Amer- 
iean slung.

Berlin 


Amusement Events in the 
German Capital—Ques- 
tion of Evening Open- 
ings Under Discussion. 


HE directors of the great number of Ber- 

lin theatres of the higher class are 

wrangling about the question, when the 

performances should begin. It was sug- 

gested to start at 8:30 p. m., in place 
of 7:45 p. m., and it was left for the theatre- 
going public to decide this perplexing question. 
It appears, however, that the public is more 
or less indifferent in the matter, and it seems 
to have little or no interest in regard to these 
problems. Why? There are various reasons. 
The most important Is that the people want 
better shows for the excessive admission prices 
they have to pay, aud some of the managers 
contemplate to charge for the program even. 
At any rate, conditions in general do not look 
very rosy for the directors. 

It seems to be a remarkable coincidence 
that at the same time, while here in Berlin, a 
movement is going on to begin the performances 
at a later hour, the theatre-lovers of Paris 
recommend the earlier start of the shows. 
Conditions, of course, are quite different in 
Paris, but even there is already a lively op- 
position to be noticed against this new rule, 
especially by the high-class restaurateurs— 
why? everybody knows. 

Leoncavallo’s opera, Zaza, at the Comic Op 
era House, was a decided success in every 
respect. The splendid presentation of the op- 
era was largely due to the very realistic man- 
ner in which the scenes in the little mansard 
room were shown. Only in the third act, with 
the sentimental scene between Zaza and the 
child of her rival, was hardly able to give the 
audience even a better show of truth. Eva 
v Osten, the well-known Dresden court opera 
singer, played the title cast in a _ splendid 
manner, and found in Franz Naval, as Dufres- 
ny, a fine partner. Of course, there are tenors 
who would sing this character more efficiently, 
but none who could sing the love scenes in the 
last act so sympathetic. Desidor Zador, as 
Cascart, was very good. Maestro Leoncavallo 
was called repeatedly to the footlights and 
given a great ovation. 

Das Blut (The Blood), a drama by Julius 
Bab, was a great disappointment at the ini- 
- performance at the Stuttgart Court The- 
atre. 

At the Schauspielhans, at Munich, Ludwig 
Thoma’s Moral (Morality) made one of the 
greatest hits. At the same time, with the 
Thoma premiere, the Residenz Theatre offered 
Ernest Didring’s Hohes Spiel, with Monnard, 
Steinrueck and Lena Lossen in the main casts. 
The performance showed how much Munich 
will lose in Miss Lossen, who will soon enter 
an _ engagement with a Rerlin theatre. 

The Schiiersear Ensemble, well known in 
the United States, concinded the tour at the 
New Royal Opera Theatre of Berlin, 
management of the Opera Theatre re-engaged 
the troupe for the term from September 18 to 
October 31, 1909. 

Hermine Claer-Delia, the wife of the super- 
intendent of the Schanspielhaus of Frankfort 
on the Main, died on November 23. The artist 
was born April 8, 1848, and played her first 
engagement at the German. Theatre at Buda- 
pest, Hungary. She was a member of the Ber 
lin Schausplelhaus and Rezidenz Theatre years 
ago. 
Leo Greinier’s impressive drama, Herzog 
Roccaneras Ende, was very well received at 
the premiere performance at Mannheim. 

Laparra’s opera, La Habanera, at the Opera 
House wags nearly hissed ont. 

In Hamburg, the performance of Adolf Paul's 
grotesque play, The Devil's Church, has been 
prohibited by the police. 

While the Royal Opera House at Berlin has 
its troubles In regard to administration, cere- 
monial and repertoire questions, the Royal Op- 
era at Munich has too many stars to take 
care of. There seems to be a general dissat- 
isfaction of the ensemble, especially since Dt- 
rector Mottl has taken charge of the house, 
and since he brought his friend, the lively Bo- 
hemian, Zelenka Fassbender, from Karlsruhe 
to become his prima donna. Herr von Wein- 
gartner has captured the Conried star, Miss 
Kertha Morena. for Vienna, and Fritz Fein 
hals, now touring America, intends to make a 
change after his return. And now comes the 
most celebrated tenor. Heinrich Knote, for sev 
enteen years a member of the Royal Opera, 
and cancels his contract on account of differ 
ences with Mr. Mottl. 

The historic play, Moscow, by Julius Ivachim, 
made qnite a hit at Magdeburg. One of the 
Intersting features of the play was the great 
Napoleon In the character of a lover. 

The next Mozart-Wagner Festival Plays io 
Munich will take place from July 31 to Sep- 
tember 13, 1909.

MUSIC 


The Character of Vaudeville Patrons has Changed Very 
Materially During the Past Few Years, and the old Va- 
riety Devotee has been Replaced by a More Refined and 
More Intellectual Successor—The Weeks’ Doings. 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE VAUDE- 
VILLIAN’S TASTE. 


“Speaking of the taste of modern variety 

house audiences,”’ said a well-known New York 
theatregoer the other day, “I tell you it is all 
a mistake to classify the patron of advanced 
vaudeville as a ‘low-brow’ or to accuse him of 
any lack of discrimination. You will find if 
you will take the trouble to canvass the better 
class theatres producing vaudeville, that the 
audiences are just as intelligent and as ap- 
preciative of higher class entertainment as 
those of the two dollar playhouses on Broad- 
way.’ 
And he was right in every sense of the word. 
The old “slap stick’’ variety of entertainment 
is now a thing of the past relegated to the sec- 
ond class burlesque houses and seldom, if ever, 
found in vaudeville theatres, even in the 
cheaper circuits. 

This marked improvement is no more clearly 
developed than In the cultivation of the modern 
vaudevillian’s taste for music. High-class mu- 
sical acts like Jesse Lasky’s The Love Waltz, 
At the Country Club, and Birdland are mainly 
responsible, as is also the presentation ef bet- 
ter songs like Just Someone, and the Ernest 
R. Ball compositions, conspicuously among 
which may be mentioned As Long as the World 
Rolls On, Love Me and the World is Mine, The 
Door of Hope, My Dear, etc. 

A recent and most convincing proof of this 
improvement in the vaudeville-going public’s 
taste for things musical can no more forcibly 
be demonstrated than in their enthusiastic re- 
ception of The Patriot, a tabloid grand opera 
by Stanislaus Stange and Julian Edwards. Ev- 
erywhere this masterpiece has appeared, it has 
been most kindly received, the vaudeville audl- 
ences sitting in Intelligent and attentive si- 
lence until its finale, and then most heartily 
encoring it. 

Even the ‘‘gallery gods’’ share in the general 
appreciation, and already managers of vaude- 
ville theatres are clamoring for more of the 
same class of material. Truly a convincing 
proof of an honest desire for better entertain- 
ment. 


THE PRIMA DONNA RECEIVES AN 
OVATIO 


The reception of Mme. Fritzi Scheff in The 
Prima Donna, the new Henry M. lossom and 
Victor Herbert comic opera at the Knickerbock- 
er Theatre, was one of the most enthusiastic 
ever accorded an actress or play in the 
annals of New York theatrical history. 

Four days before the opening night, a line of 
seat purchasers extended from the box-office 
window away around the corner and far up 
Thirty-eighth street. Thirty or forty messenger 
boys, with orders from well-known New Yorkers, 
occupied places in the line. 

When the curtain finally went up on the 
opening night, every available bit of space in 
the theatre was filled. 

In The Prima Donna, Victor Herbert has 
written the most tuneful music of all his 
music; Mr. Blessom has provided the best book 
and lynics of his career, and Mme. Scheff the 
best singing and acting she has ever done. 

The piece is filled with splendid lyrics, the 
principal ones being: If You Were I and I 
Were You, Here’s to my Comrades and Me, 
Dream Love, Something Always Happens When 
it Shonldn’t, I'll be Married to the Musie of 
the Military Band, A Soldier's Love, Twenty 
Years ago, Everybody Else’s Girl Looks Better 
to me than Mine, and If I were on the Stage. 
The play will run indefinitely.

He 
is survived by a wife and one daughter, who re- 
side in Hornells, N. Y.

neat and artistic is its arrangement, - 

It was here | was ushered by the uniformed 
doorman. After a short talk with the presi- 
dent, he and his general manager, Mr, Rock- 
well personally conducted us through the entire 


factory. ‘To make a long story short, we were 
forced to spend another forenoon in going 
through the factory, and then we saw only 


half of it. I insisted on the Col.’s giving this 
department a signed story on skating, for a 
future issue, written by himself, and would not 
leave bim until he had promised me a two or 
three column story, which will cover the busi- 
ness, from the first advent of ice skates, one 
bundred and fifty years ago, up to the present 
time, including the advent of roller skates, 
thirty-six years ago, and the general progression 
of the American favorite pastime, skating.

He has now, with a partner, one of the greatest 
skating acts before the public to-day, the only 
ones who skate over the top of center gravity. 
With bis partner, Mr. Davis, another old-time 

rformer, they practice here at this rink every 
anday morning and if any one of the Associa- 
tion chooses to look them over they can and 
then they will tell you they have one of the 
finest acts in the country. 

Mr. Lyons worked for the Union News Co. 
for the last twenty-five years at the Erie Depot 
and he has more friends than any skater. He 
never has a bad word but a good word for every 
skater, always willing to help when one Is in 


need. For instance, I happened to be at his 
stand last summer when he held the races at 
Coney Island, there were two or three boys 


who wanted to get home but had no money, but 
he was there with the helping hand. Here is 
one of our own New York boys who was known 
all over the country in olden times, and 
I just thought I would write and let you 
know of one who should get a boost and nothing 
else.—ADMIRING ROLLER SKATER, who 
reads The Billboard. 


JAMES D. KILPATRICK (CHICKA- 
MAUGA JIM) FATHER OF CHAS. 
KILPATRICK, DEAD. 


James D. Kilpatrick, oldest printer and pub- 
lisher in Illinois, died at the National Soldiers’ 
Home hospital. Danville, HL, December 10. 
He had been ill for some time. 

Kilpatrick was a room-mate and 
friend of Abraham Lincoln, when they were 
attorneys riding the circuit together in this 
part of the state. He established the first 
Rewspaper, The Citizen, in this city in 1854. 
and sent the initial copy, which he printed 
from an old Washington handpress, to Lincoln. 

Before the war broke out Lincoln notified Kil- 

trick of the imminent hostilities, and the 
atter organized the One Hundred and Thirty- 
fifth INinois Regiment. He refused to accept 
an office, serving as private through the war. 
At the battle of Chickamauga he dragged a 
dying Captain from the field and gained for him- 
self the name of “Chickamauga Jim.” 

He was father of Charles Kilpatrick, fa- 
mous trick bicyclist, who gained fame a few 
Tare ago by riding down the Capitol steps at 

ashington. Another son, James, is in the 
Consular Service at Sydney, Australia.
